The contest over the district 
boundary line which was filed 
with the County Executive com 
mittee on Tuesday night of last 
week, was withdrawn on last 
Thursday.

Every Farmer Should Poison 
His Cotton. 


Now is the time to apply the 
first application of calcium ar- 
senate poison to cotton, or just 
before the squares have form- 
ed. Of course some old cotton 
has already formed squares, 
but the rank and file of the 
fields in Coffee County have 
not yet begun to form squares, 
and one or two pounds dusted 
per acre in the bud of this cot- 


ton, or put on in syrup mixture, 
will kill many early weevils, 
because the weevils are mostly 
in the bud now, and can be 
easily reached with poison, but 
later on when thes quares are 
later on when the squares are 
such a degree till it is hard to 
locate and poison him. Poison 
can be obtained at different 
places in the county at reason- 
able prices, and it will not 
bankrupt anybody to give your 
entire crop the pre-square ap- 
plication. I had two splendid 
tests last year in Sumter Coun- 
ty with calcium arsenate on 
cotton for weevil control. One 
man made six bales on eight 
acres and the other made eight 
bales on eleven acres, when 
the average production in these 
communities was about one- 
tenth bale per acre where no 
poison was used. The Govern- 
ment Laboratory at Talulla, La 
and thousands of farmers over 
the cotton belt have thoroughly 
demonstrated the success of 
poisoning the weevil, and the 
farmer that does not poison is 
standing in his own light and

YOUNG'S BARBERSHOP 
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NEW AGRICULTURAL ERA 
IS FORECAST. 


Montgomery, Ala.—(Special)—What 
agricultural economists regard as the 
possible beginning of a new era in 
Southern farming was inaugurated re 
cently when the converted steam 
plant owned by the Alabama Power 
Company and dedicated by them to 
the cause of boll weevil control be- 
gan production of calcium arsenate ac- 
cording to the newly discovered pro- 
cess of electrolytic precipitation. Of- 
ficials of the Gulf States Chemical & 
Refining Company, operators of the 
plant, expressed themselves as de 
lighted with the first day’s production 
of three tons which, according to J. 
A. Moore, President of the Company, 
is sufficient to exterminate or contro] 
the bol weevil on 1,200 acres of cot- 
ton. “The first day's production,” 
said Mr. Moore “is but a fraction of 
the daily capacity which will be de- 
iivered when the plant is under full 
operating control and manufacturing 
processes become synchronized.” 

The manufactured product is said 
to equal in every way that prepared by 
the inventors using laberatory meth- 
ods and is of such purity that it may 
be used not only as a boll weevil de- 
stroyer but on fruit trees, in gardens 
and on other plants which formerly re- 
quired lead arsenate, a more expen: 
sive insecticide but one less harsh 
than calcitim arsenate produced by 
former methods. 

The electrolytic process was dis- 
covered two years ago by A. M. Ken- 
nedy, at that time a member of the 
engineering staff of the Alabama Pow- 
er Company and a former close assc- 
ciate of Thomas A. Edison in chemi- 
cal work. Mr. Kennedy became im- 
pressed with the need of an adequate 
supply of a poison which would facili- 
tate boll weevil extermination or gon- 
trol. Calcium arsenate, is considered 
to be the only effective poison yet 
discovered for the South’s cotton 
scourge, but its manufacture by acid 
methods was cumbersome and the re- 
sultfhge product was not uniform and 
frequently contained traces of free 
acid which burned the plants. Mr. 
Kennedy had spent the greater portion 
of his life in the study of electro- 
chemistry and conceived the idea of 
producing calcium arsenate by elec- 
trolysis to yield a product free from 
harmful ingredients and of specific 
composition. He acquainted officials 
of the Alabama Power Company with 
his ideas and received their enthusi- 
astic support, President Thomas W. 
Martin placing at his disposal all nec- 
essary resources for carrying out the 
work. 

Mr. Kennedy perfected’ the prin- 
ciples of his process, later enlisting 
the aid of Dr. Stewart J. Loyd, head 
of the Departmént of Chemistry at the 
University of Alabama, who assisted 
him in making his ideas practicable 
Numerous experiments were per- 
formed in the State, and later the 
Power Company secured the coopera 
tion of the General Electric Company 
who extended to the inventors the fa- 
cilities of their laboratories.at Schen 
ectady where the Kennedy-Loyd pro- 
cess, as it is now known, was per- 
fected. 

Realizing the immediate need for 
tremendously increased production of 
calcium arsenate in the South, and 
wishing to place a superior product at 
once in the hands of the farmers, the 
inventors, through the influence of 
Power Company officials, enlisted the 
aid of J. A. Moore, Jr., President of 
the Gulf States Chemical and Refining 
Company who agreed to bring about 
practical application of their discov- 
ary, 

Immediate action was necessary to 
bring out the new product in suffi- 
cient quantity to combat the poll 
weevil during the season of 1924, and 
realizing the futility of attempting to 
construct a new plant in time to pro- 
duce the poison during this year, Mr. 
Moore some monthg ago appealed to 
the Power Company who placed at the 
disposal of his concern, free of charge 
for a period of years, a steam plant 
with full equipment which had been 
acquired by the Alabama Power Com- 
pany at the time the Montgomery util- 
ities were taken over. Then followed 
a period of feverish work in which 
forces of the Power Company joined 
hands with those of the Chemical con- 
cern in the task of converting the 
plant from a power producer to a boll- 
weevil death-mill. Conversion was 
completed recently and the smooth. 
ness of performance in producing to 
day's output is ample evidence of the 
thoroughness of the transformation. 

J. A. Moore, President of the Gulf 
States Company, explained that it is 
the purpose of his Company to develop 
further the production of calcium ars- 
enate and other arsenical insecticides 
through their research department in 
such manner that production costa 
can be materially lowered, all of which 
will react to the ultimate good of the 
Southern farmer and orchardist, “The 
location of this plant in Montgomery” 
said Mr, Moore “assures Southern cot 
ton growers of a source for immediate 
supply of practically any quantity of 
calcium arsenate they may wish, Ship- 
ping facilities are good as the Gulf 
States Chemical and Refining Com 
pany's plant is served by several 
roads, Distribution has commenced, 
and there are enough orders already 
on hand to keep the plant operating 
full capacity for several weeks 
ahead,” 

A. M. Kennedy, inventor of the pro- 
cess paid high tribute to the Alabama 
Power Company who, he said, by pro 
viding facilities for perfecting the pro 
cess and in donating the use of the 
factory and equipment have giften to
